“Kum Sang” eventually berthed, 
several Military Landing OMcers 
and an ambulance were in waiting. 
Anti-Piracy Guards 

A representative of the “China| 
Mail” boarded the vessel tu soon as 
the gangway was let down, and In 
an interview with the ship's sur- 
xeon, Dr. RN. Chakravarty, the 
information was elicited — that 
twelve men under Lieut. _ Wolfe. 
Barry from the 20th Battery, Royal 
Artillery, who were stationed at 
Stonecutters’ Island, Hong Kong, 
had escorted the si. “Kut Sang,” 
uo of the same Company, to 
Singapore. 

These artillery men’ had been 
drafted as anti-piracy guards by.the 
Indo-China ‘Navigation Company on 
their steamers plying between here 
and Singapore. After accompany- 
ing the “Kut Sang to Singapore, 
they were’ transferred there to the

KONG'S UNLUCKY ADVENTURES 


SUCCESS COMES TOO LATE 

An astonishing story with a sad 
ending has reached us this morn- 
ing ‘in the news of the death of 
M. Louis Laugier, a former pro- 
Prietor of the . Magasin General, 
Beaconsfield Arcade, Hong Kong, 
and a very popular member of the 
French community here. 

Rich Geld Veins 

Some years ago M. Laugier 
heard’ that ‘rich gold veing were 
unexploited in the interior of New 
Guinea, and it beeame his ambi- 
tion one day to go there on a 
prospecting trip: 

After two years’ planning, he 
sold his business in Hong Kong, 
and, accompanied by M. Mangin 
(formerly engineer-in-chief of the 
Far East Oxygen Acetyline Co.), 
left the Colony for Salamoa, in 
New Guinen jn December, 1926. 
Their sole capita) was £1,000, 

Many Failures ‘i 

The expedition was at first not 
A success, and the two adventur- 
ers had failure after failure. 
They were attacked by cannibals, 
and were often stranded in wild, 
malarious country hemmed in be- 
tween jungle and mountains, 

To give one an iden of the na- 
ture of the country in which. they 
were prospecting, jt is stated that 
it took them 10 days to cover three 
miles, : 

Funds Exhausted 

Their funds’ were nearly ex- 
hausted, and they contemplated 
abandoning the project, when they 
suddenly struck a rich vein of 
gold. 

‘Later they were joined by an 
Australian partner, who possess- 
ed an aeroplane, and at the end 
of last year were shipping. approx- 
imately £500 worth of gold to the 
coast each month. meh 

Returns to France 

Early this year M. Laugier was 
stricken with malaria, . and was 
forced to go back to France on a 
health trip. : oe of 

He returned to Salamoa in April, 
and, two | days afteg his arrival 
(May 1) he died suddenly. ;

METAL MINES 


DIFFICULTIES OF VENTILATION 
+ UNDERGROUND 


\ "AIR CONDITIONS 
_ Tho ‘diflealtics of mine ventilation, 
to whieh Agricola devoted consider. 
able attention in his “De Ne ‘Metal. 
lica,” of 1530, frequently quoted as 
the oldest scientific treatise on min. 
dng, have been augmented with the 
Increasing depth of mines, to such an 
oxtent that some experts regard the 
Jimit of mine exploitation, not so 
much as the exhaustion ef the ores, 
na the Impossibility vf securing 
tolerable air conditions, The chief 
trouble arises from the heat, but tho 
dificulties of uenling with dust, con- 
tamination of the air by blasting, 
as exhaolations and explosions, in. 
rushes of water, &.. all increase, 
because of the lengthening of ducts 
and lines, and more power may be 
required before the installation of 
further plant can be completed or 
even decided upon as economically 
justifiable. In collieries, the law has 
long since enforced certnin safety ap- 
‘pliances, including ventilation sys- 
tems, [n metal and mineral minea 
the law has aa yet hardly intorven- 
ed, partly beeauso in those cases gaa 
and dust explosions have not attract. 
ed pubile attention. The arrange- 
ments for the welfare of the work- 
era go. beyond the legal obligations 
in somo of the mines of the older 
countries, as well as in America, 
and what ig, to the European, still, 
in & sense, the new world, In somo 
minea, however, especially in couns 
tries where technical development 
has not proceeded very far, condl- 
tions are deplorable. Mr. . D. 
Harrington has given examples of 
both kinds in the Information Cir- 
cular No, 6136 of the United States 
Bureau of Mines, on Progress in 
Metal Mine Ventilation, This was 
recently presented as a paper to the 
American Institute of Mining and 
Metallurgical Engineers, 
‘Heat Stroke 

Tho' 1927 report of the Govern- 
ment Mining Engineer. of South 
Africa recorded cight deaths and six 
non-fatal enses from heat stroke. 
The fatal cases were al! natives, 
mostly new to the work and to the 
mines. Five of the non-fatal col- 
lapses occurred to young white work- 
ers subsequently found to be in weak 
health, and they were the first cases 
among Europeans to be reported, 
The air responsible for these acci- 
dents was saturated with moisture at 
temperatures between 85 and 91 deg. 
F, Ice-cooling is being tried for o 
special purpose in the Kalgcorlic 
gold mines, Western Australia, The 
high temperature and the fumes of 
the explosives there: made it neces- 
sary to keep the workers out of tho 
winzes for nearly two hours after 
blasting. Rocently, the experiment 
has been tried of placing 60 Ib. of 
ice adar’.the| spat in 6-in. pleces, and 
cooling and, clearing the afr suffl- 
ciently by these means for the winze 
to bo re-entered A0 minutes after 
firing. Drives and cross-cuts aro 
cooled, with some success, by pass- 
ing slightly compressed air over 1- 
cwt, ice-boxes, placed 980 ft, from 
the face with o pipe outlet 20 ft, 
from it, In the United States, CO2 
machines ond {celeas refrigerators 
employing gas absorption and libera- 
tion by silica gel have recently been 
introduced, 

Dust Dangers 

As ‘regards dust, Mr. Harrington 
refers to the United States Public 
Health Sorvice Bulletin 176 of: 1928, 
which emphasised, and supported by 
-btatistica —relating - to —cement-- works; 
that oll dust, and not only, tho. free 
silica dust commonly blamed, is in. 
jurious to the lungs, eyes and gen- 
eral health of the workers, also ren- 
dering them table’ to influenza” and 
rheumatism, In South Africa, simple 
‘tuberculosis is now found to be ex. 
ceedingly prevalent among native 
miners, and 88 per cont. of all their 
compensatable diseases are ascribed 
to miners’ phthisis, Fire risks wero 
scarcely considered .in metal mines 
until the Granite Mountain: fire in 
Butte, Montana, and tho Hollinger 
fire in’ the Porcupine gold mines, 
Ontario; resulted, respectively, in tho 
deaths of 163 and 39 men in 1027 
and. 1928. Both these fires and 
many others, were due to open 
lights, possibly cigarettes, and the 
combustible material was sawdust 
from explosive boxes, timber, oil, 
&c, giving off poisonous fumes in 
dangerous quantities, though no at- 
tention was paid to the amnll waste 
heaps which caught fire—“Engineer- 
ing.’ é

The report incorporates the main proposals considered, an ex- 
planatory memorandum by the Hon. Mr. J P. Braga, and a minority 


teport by Mr. J. Scott Harston. 


1, The appointment of this 
Committee was first suggested on 
March 14, 1929, but the Com- 
mittee was not fully constituted 
until May 1. The appointment of 
the Committee was notified in the 
Press on May 14, but through a 
mistake, the terms of reference had 
been stated too widely, and they 
had to be reconsidered. The new 
terms of reference were notified in 
the Press on May 18. Immediately 
after this the chairman was. called 
away from the Colony, and the first 
meeting of the Committee waa not 
held until June 4. Thereafter, the 
Committee met weekly, more fre- 
quent rheetings being found: im- 
practicable, partly because of the 
necessity of preparing material for 
the meetings. The Committee ad- 
journed on July 9 for the prepara- 
tion and circulation of the report. 
The final meeting was held on July 
30, 1929. These facts are mention- 
ed because otherwise it might ap- 
pear that undue delay had occurred. 

2 The revised terma of re- 
ference were 28 follows:—- 

“To consider the amendment of 
the Stamp Ordinance with a view to 
Preventing evasion of tlie stamp duty 
on share transactions and of the estate 
duty on shares forming part of the 
estates of deceased persons.” © ¢ 
The Committee took the first part 
of the reference to mean, “with o 
view to the protection of the re- 
venue derived from stamp duties on 
share transactions,” because thero 
is no legal obligation to execute a 
fresh transfer instrument on each 
transaction, and accordingly failure 
to do a0 cannot properly be called 
evasion, 7 


3. The First Appendix to this |, 


report contains a note of the main 
proposals which were considered by 
the Committee. The Committee re- 
cominends the adoption of the first 
and second proposals in the first 
Appendix, Draft sections to carry 
out these two proposals ore annex- 
ed to the Appendix as Annexes A 
and B. fe antic 

4. The Hon. Mr.'J. P. Braga 
signed the report under reserva- 
tion. An explanatory memorandum 
by him is contained in the. second 
Appendix to this’ report. 

& The third Appendix to this 
report contains: minority report 
by Mr. J. Scott Harston, who, how- 
ever, signed the main report. 

6. The Committee hopes that 
the two proposal recommended, if 
adopted, will have an appreciable 
effect In preventing evasion of 
estate duty in respect of shares. 
The-firat—proposal,-which-may ~be 
referred to aa the dividends pro- 
posal, should tend to encourage tho 
registration of transfers at the tine 
of. each declaration of a dividend, 
and the second proposal should 
make it easier for the Estate Duty 
Commissioner to ascertain whether 
shares standing in the name of a 
deceased are part of hia estate or 
not. The second propoags! also em- , 
bodies a provision which !s auxili- 
ary to the first proposal, as it 
makes a deceased's estate Hable for 
contraventions of the’ dividends 
section.. o : . 

7. The Committee recognises 
that these two proposals fail in cer- 
tain respects. The first proposal 
does nothing to encourage registra- 
tion’ except at dividend time, and 
accordingly it will have little or 
no effect during the period 
between dividends, or. in the 


jcase. of companies which are 


mt paying dividends. -In ‘the 
latter ease, however, ‘business 
will probably be small. - The second 
proposal will assist the Estate Duty 
Commissioner considerably where 
the shares are registered in the. 
name. of the deceased, bat it will 
not help the Commissioner to dis- 
cover shates beneficially belonging 
to the deceased. which are not re- 


“8 The Committee ‘carefully 
examined the Hon. Mr. Shenton’s 
Proposal to charge’ ad valorem:

venient one than the present duty 
on share contract notes, where the 
stamped forms can be obtained in 
bulk beforehand. If the proposal 
were not effective it is even con- 
ceivable that the revenue from 
transfer duty might fall, In the 
second place, if the proposed legis- 
lation were generally observed, 
there would undoubtedly be a large 
Increase In the taxation levied on 
share transactions. That might 
tend materially to reduce the busi- 
ness in shares, and might drive 
away capital from~ the Colony, 
Brokers would be seriously affect- 
ed, and it is even conceivable that 
the revenue might ultimately 
suffer. 

9, The Committee would like to 
draw the attention of the Govern- 
ment to the suggestion contained in 
paragraph 16 of the Appendix, that 
the Collector should regularly keep 
a record of the amount received by 
way of transfer duty, in case the 
proposal ‘to increase the scale of 
share contract note duty .and ‘ta 
abolish share transfer duty fa re- 
vived. 

10.. It was objected in some 
uarters to some of the proposals 
that if they wore adopted the Goy- 
ernment would be departing from 
un bargain entered into with the 
stock exchanges at the time of the 
passing of the Stamp Ordinance, 
1921. The Committee cunnot agree 
that the discussions which took 
place then can properly be repre- 
sented as constituting a bargain 
which would tle the hands of. the 
Governiment for all time. .

I have discussed 
the proposals with the Committee 
of the Hong Kong’ General Cham- 
ber of Commerce and with a num- 
ber of brokers and others. 

I hove had a joint conference 
With the Honourable Colonial

IT have three objects in mind:—

ceive its fair measure of stamp duty 
on each share transaction, by ‘which 
I mean, ench purchase of shares in 
the Colony.

I do not think there should be 
new or increased taxation—in fact 
Cam suggesting a remission of the 
contract stamp duty. 

My view is that each and every 
purchase of shares should pay to 
the Government stamp duty on the 
same basis whereas at the present 
ttime in practice the genuine in- 
; investor in fact paya a great deal 

more. because he is buying the, 

shares with the object of holding 
them, he registers them in his 
{hame, so as to obtain all the benec- 
fits of a shareholder and clear his 
purchase from any lien which 
‘might be exercised by the company 
| against the registered holder. The 
: Speculator holds the shares with a 
blank transfer attached and pays 
only the contract stamp duty, which 
is far lower than the amount pald 
by the genuine investor, In stamp 
transfer duty, 

Up till 1921 only transfer stamp 
duty was paid, but in that year all 
stamp duties were reviewed and 
raised in many cases based on the 
recommendations of a commisaion 
held for that purpose.* It was pro- 
posed to enforce the immediate re- 
xistration of all transfers of shares 
and do away with blank transfers 
so that the Government should re- 
ceive transfer’ stamp duty on all 
transactions, but in negotiation 
with the Stock Exchange it was ar- 
ranged that instead of enforcing 
the immediate registration of 
transfers, a share contract stamp 
varying from $1 to $10 should .be 
placed on each share contract. 

The stamp transfer duty payable 
at the present time is 20 cents for 
every $100 or part thereof. 

The principal objections raised 
to the proposed amending Ordin- 
ance are:— . 

(a) That it detrimentally affects the 
negotiability of sHares by abolishing 
the system of blank transfers, 

(>) That it would force the. bulk 
of the shares in the-Colony into the 
names of nominees of the banks. 

(c) That it would drive money away

To meet the objections raised I 
suggest that the stamping of shard

| COST ro. NDERWRITERS VERY 
HEAVY ° 


AN UNLUCKY. DAY 


London, Sept. 18. 

Monday was an unlucky day for the 
London marine insurance market. Aa 
mishaps. on all the seven seas are rev 
torted at Lloyd's, there are fow daya 
in the year on which no ontry is 
made in the casualty book, but 
recently the names of t4 vessels were 
.registed, seven of which had beon 
ashore or aground, two had been in 
collision, and one on fire. There havo, 
of course, been many worse days 
because It is not so much the num. 
ber of casualties ao their nature thal 
affects tho insyrance markets. ‘One 
casualty.to a diner with valuable cargo 
may casily outweigh o dozon wrec! 
of smaller vessels. More totals of 
tonnage are mistcading. Monday's 
chiof casualty, so far as the insurance 
market is concerned, was the wreck 
of the “Highland Pride” on the rocks 
outside Vigo. She is a vessel of 
7,469 tons, built in 1910, and managed 
by H. and W. Nelson, "Limited, The 
ship {is understood to have been in- 
sured in the market for £160,000, but 
the replacement value of auch a vessel 
would be considerably higher. Like 
her alster vessels, she was ospecially 
designed for the,transport of chilled 
and frozen meat’ from Argentina to 
Britain, and at the time of strand- 
ing she is understood to have been 
carrying some 3,000 tons of general 
cargo. In addition, the vessel was 
carrying a number of pedigree bulls, 
heifers, sheep, and poultry. 

During the war the company lost’ as 
many as seven vessels, including thosa 
captured and sunk, .For these direct 
war losses the company was,-of course, 
in no way responsible. Its record in 
ordinary times for carrying on its re 
gular services with clockwork regular- 
ity has beon excellent. The “Highland 
Pride’ has been one of a fleet which 
has maintained the regular fortnightly 
mail, passenger, and cargo service be 
tween London and Boulogne and Braztt 
and Argentina, The company has al- 
ways aimed at providing very comfort: 
able accommodation, and has not at 
tempted to rival that in the “luxury” 
ships, and it has been able to rely on 
the steady custom of many travellers 
for business and pleasure ond also of 
fomily parties. Four steamers have 
lately been sold in view of the bulld: 
ing of five motor-vessels of about 
double tho size. The three motor-vessels 
now in the service — the “Highland 
Monarch, Highland Chieftain, and 
Highland Brigade” — have al- 

proved popular ships, 

they have hitherto maintain- 

ed the service in conjunction with the 
stenmers “Highland Pride,” Highland 
Rover," and coimblend Warrior.’ '

‘LOAD-LINES AND TRADE 


A shipping correspondent writes:- 
Generally speaking, the report publiah- 
ed by the Board of Trade Committee 
to advise on the load-lines of merchant 
ships has been well ‘recelved by ail 
parties concerned, specially the 
causes which deal with the present 
unsatisfactory differences between 
types and flngs. It is felt that if tho 
recommendations con obtain interna 
tional support they will help to thn 
solution of a vory difficult. problen, 
There {s no doubt that British ship: 
owners are severely handicapped by 
the existing regulations of load-lines, 
which. are often. hopelessly.inconaslatent.. 
The fact that British shipping is vir- 
tually out of the timber trade can, bo 
traced in tha first place to their im- 
position, And as matters are it is 
doubtful whether, ‘even. if the reguia. 
tions are rectified, we can regain any 
considerable share of the trade. The 
Scandinavian shipownétrs are too well 
entrenched. But in the carriage ot 
bulk of] it {s another matter. Tha 
suggestions made by: the Committee 
should be of the greatest service to 
British owners. Admittedly we have a 
huge ficet of remarkably fine tankers, 


the general level being second to nono{- 


{In the world, but they are ‘employed 
almost exclusively on British trade, 
Yet tho American oll interests are 
very active ‘in’ the chartering market 
to-day, evading the excessive, ranning 
costs of American-flag ships by char- 
tering Europenn tonnage for- long 
periods, and employing it on all the 
routes which are not spectally reserved 
to American ships by Taw. Nearly all 
these valuable charters hava gone to 
the Scandinavian ftags, although at pre- 
sent many of the ships specially buflt 
for the purpose are under construction 
in_British yards, 

If the report of tho Committee 3s 
generally adopted, there is no reason 
why British tankex-owners sHould not 
get at least’a reasonable share of this 
business. Tho -business' is profitable,

Facts About The 
Colony 


- Hong Kong is a an island about 
10 miles long and from 2 to 6% 


miles broad, with a total area of 


82 square miles; it Hes close to 
the mainland, being separated at 
one point by a narrow  atrait 
(Lyemoon) not more than a 
quarter-mile ‘wide, and was first 
occupied’ by Great Britain in 
January, 1841, and was formally 
ceded by the Treaty of Nanking 
in 1842; British Kowloon was 
subsequently acquired by the Pe- 
king. Convention of 1860; and the 
New Terrltories, being a penin- 
sula in the southern part of the 
Kwangtung province, by a lease 
signed June 9, 1898. The whole 
‘colony comprises an area of about | 
891 square miles, with a popula- 
tion (1922) of 662,200 (1925, est. 
874,420). The non-Chinese resi- 
dents, excluding naval and mili- 
tary, numbered about 16,200 (1925, 
est. 16,600). ;

The capital of the colony is Vic- 
toria, which lics along the north- 
ern shore ‘of the island, facing 
the mainland; and between ‘the 
mainiand and the city is the har- 
bour which is one of the finest in 
the world, with a water areca of 
some 10 square miles. With tho 
exception of Hquor and tobacco 
the port is free, and ia fortified, , 
It possesses excellent. locks, cap-. 
able of holding the largest vessels 
for the purposes of ropair, There 
is a considerable ship repairing 
and construction industry.

AVIATION IN THE FAR EAST 


The Far-Kast Aviation Company 
kindly invited me, as air corres:

short trial flight as [ arrived,

fle was surroundéd by ‘a pack 

of about 30 so-called journalists, 

and expressed surprise to me that 

there were so many newspapers in 
Hong Kong, . 

He was even slightly worried 
about the “invasion,” as they all

He solved the problem by tak- |

off, we inspected the machine, 
which i a four-cylindered Cirrus- 
engited  Avro-Avian “Hermes” 
plane, 

The first of her type to come 
out Fast, she carries all the re- 
finenwnts and improvements of 
balance and design which have 
been made since Bert Hinkler flew 
to’ Australia in his Citrus Mark 2 
machine, of the same elass, but 
“possessing all the old disadvan- 
tayes, . 

No Axle 

Some, of the improvements are 
easily to be detected without in- 
Vestixation, For example, the en- 
xine has an air-cooled duralium 
hood, with ventilating sleeves, and, 
as~on7 all” machines” of “the very | 
latest design, ‘she has no axle. 
The obviation of this bar between 
the wheels is a distinct advantage, 
as it vives increased balance in 
Janding and lessens the danger of 
obstruction to the wheels. 

The machine is built to stand 
any strain, and ‘has been fitted 
under the wings with rubber 
shock-absorbers. In most machines 
some difficulty is sometimes  ex- 
perienced with the Jateral con- 
trols (ie, the wings), On the 
Avian however, the required effect 
has been achieved by the use of 
the balanced alleron. 

Simple Control “ 

‘There is no’ complicated ad-. 
justment of control genr, and 
the, mechanical operation of 
the aileron is perfectly simple, 
whilst it gives ‘a high ‘de- 
yree of ‘facile manocuvrability. 

It is one of the easiest "planes 
to drive, and could be handled 
practically by anyone after eight 
hours’ practice, according to. Capt. 
Vaughan Fowler.

Ahove, hetween the _two wings,

The 'plane ran forward as 
smoothly as a large car until she 
reached some rough ground at the 
end of the field, and wobbled a 
trifle. She then wheeled round 
and gathering speed,’ raced for 
about 70 yards at 40 or 50 miles 
an hour and rose like a bird, her. 
engines purring beautifully. 

A Sharp Turn 

Owing to the aileron controls 
on sthe. ,wings, Capt. Vaughan 
Fowler was able to make a sharp 
turn almost immediately after 
xaining the air, and in’ a few 
seconds we were 200 feet above 
the ground. 

The ‘plane responded to tho 
steering with all the. delightful 
perfection of a first-rate mechan- 
ism, and banked, climbed, dropped, 
and glided without. the unpleasant 
“wobble” I. have often experienc- 
cd in small machines. Indeed, I 
cun truthfully say that the 
“Hermes” is one of the most com- 
fortuble aeroplanes in which I 
have ever ridden. 1 

* 80 Miles an Hour 

After encircling the hills and 
the City for a few minutes, dur- 
ing whith we touched 80 miles an 
hour, we made a detour home- 
wards, and, reducing speed to 60 
mp.h., landed’ in excellent style 
after « short -run. 

Easy Landing 

‘That is one of the beautics of 
the machine; she fs so well bal- 
anced that landing within a com- 
paratively small area {3 an easy 
mutter. Again, both Wings fold 
neatly back against the sides of 
the body, so that she may be 
wheeled (by one man) into any

The passenger compartments 
are protected from the engine by 
a steel panel lined with asbestos, 
so that, in the unusual event of

The Undercarriage 
, The undercarriage consists of 
stainless steel tubes with rubber 
rings in compression to‘absorb the 
shock of landing. The under- 
carriage is of the split axle type, 
which enables either wheel to 
move without the other being 
affected, therefore, If this machine 
linds in rough ground, the under- 
carvinge takes up. the various 
shocks und an aceldent is avoidey 
ed. + . 

“The Petrol ‘Tank 


~~ The—.petrol-capacity-- hag been 
increased by 4 gallons, and under 
novinal circumstances this machine 
Will cruise between 4 and 5 hours 
at a speed of over 80 mph. 
. Should it be desired to incranse 
this range, an extra petrol tank 
can be ‘fitted containing 15 gal- 
Ions, which incroases ' the range 
by 3.to 3% hours, ‘ 

The fitting of the extra petrol 
tank in no way affects the use-

The pilot, by the way, sat be- 
hind me, and I could just sce his 
goggled face through a small, 
round opening at the rear of the 
cabin. When I was comfortably ! 
seated the door was secured. A 
terrific whirr from the engine, 
gradually increasing in volume, 
and then’ steadying, o mightler 
whirr still, and we were away: 

Faster and Faster 

“Looking down on each side, I 
noticed the earth gradually slip 
away from us, From the sound 
of the engines, which kept’ chang- 
ing, 1 imagined us to be going 
faster and faster, although the 
impression’ looking ‘down below 
was not exactly one of speed. 

“The actual climbing was so | 
gradual that it was almost imper- 
ceptible, for the first stage of our 
trip took us over the sea, and 
some of our attention fastened for 
a minute or go on such. definite 
objects as the Peninsula Hotel, 
and shortly afterwards the Peak. 
When the whole panorama of the 
island unfolded itsclf—at a suffi- 
cient height, probably a hundred 
‘and fifty feet—Z saw what is un- 
doubtedly a very fine picture. 

No one could realise that Hong 
Kong possessed such attractive. 
ness. My own impression as Ip 
looked down on the miniature 
houses, fields, and railway atations 
was of a toyland exhibited in a shop 
window expanded’ a thousand 
times,” 

Very Little Draught 


.“One genuine surprise.wag the 
very ttle draught, although sud- 
den inrushes'of air had been ex- 
pected, ‘ 

The most amazing part of the 
non-flyer’s experience was, na- 
turally, to find one's self so com- 
fortably entrenched in. a seat— 
the cabin -might-have-been a small 
char-o-banc—and yet be constant- 
ly Feminded from the view ‘that 
one was in the air, and not on 
terra firma, The principal thrill 
consisted in landing. . 

As the plane bore down, the 
ground, houses, and hills gave the 
impression of rising up’ on end 
around us—a ‘perfectly natural 
effect, of course, but astonishing 
to those unused to it. ;

“SHAMEFUL CONDUCT BY

LURE OF ‘QUESTIONS ABOUT 
THE RULES - 


(By Harry Vardon) 

Thore is .certainly no game like 
golf in its capacity for creating 
long and lively discussions on the 
subject of the rules. 

I suppose the reason is that un- 
expected situations are bound to 
occur more frequently at golf than 
in any othér -aport, game, or 
pastime, because it is the only com- 
petitive recreation which people 
pursue in'a setting of Nature, over 
the aand dunes by-the sea or the 
expanses of the countryside, with 
all their inherent features. 

Hunting has this attribute of 
naturalness, but it is not exactly 2 
competition between individuals. 
The other sports and games take 
place in flelds of prescribed gize 
and character. 

An interesting question concern- 
ing the rules of golf (and the sup- 
ply of such points seems inexhaus- 
tible) will bring every! player in 
the company in the thick of the de- 
bate, no matter what his age or 
handicap. 

I heard recently of -a profound 
argument which raged round a rule 
that is unknown, I should say, to 
nine golfers out of every ten. 
is Rule 33, and it reads:—*When 
a player has holed out, and his op- 
ponent has been left with a stroke 
for the half, nothing that the 
player who has holed out can,do 


shall deprive him of the half which | 


he has already gained.” 

The founder of the argument 
asked:—"What on earth does this 
mean? _ I have discussed it with 
friends and also with ‘our’ profes- 
sional, who is regarded as “an’ 
authority on the rules; and nobody 
can give me an explanation. How 
could a player who has holed out, 
and made certain at least of a half, 
be deprived of his half? It seems 
to be one of several rules that are 
included for the purpose of mak- 
ing the code as long and pompous 
as possible.” 

Facing Both Ways 

It must be confessed that this 
rule can even cancel another rule, 
and that does indeed suggest that 
one or other of the two rules Is 
wrong and unrecessary, 

A case bearing on the point came 
under my notice. We will call the 
sides A and B. A had holed out. 
B, who had played four strokes, 
asked A how many he had taken. 
A replied, “Six; you have that putt 
for the hole.” 

: B putted and missed, Athen said: 
“I’m sorry, I had only played five; 
you had that putt for. the half.” 

In Rule 4 it is explicitly atated 
that “a player is entitled at any 
time duting the play: of a hole to 
ascertain from his opponent the 
number of strokes the latter has 
played; If the opponent gives 
wrong information as to the num- 
ber of strokes he has played, he 
shall lose the hole,” 

In this Instance, A admitted that 

he had inadvertently given wrong 
information, and thé ponalty for 
that is plainly loss of hole, although 
actually he -had taken the fewer 
strokes. 
_ But then there is the erates 
Rule 88, which proclaima that once 
a player has holed out and left his 
opponent with a atroke for the half, 
nothing that the player can do shall 
deprive him of the half. . 

There is no cross-reference in 


[either of these rules, although they 


contradict one another. 

T auppose the object ‘of the rule 
of absolution for the. person .who 
has holed out, and made certain of 
4 half-at least, is to guard against 
any such contingency as that of him 
or his caddie, or his: clubs, being

That is sure- 
ly good ground, for expunging it, 
If a player’ after holing ‘out does 
interfere with his opponent's ball, 
he deserves to lose the hola for his 
carelessness, even though he has 
seemingly made certain of the half. 
The other side is still contesting

* Parochial Politics 

Tn local rules—now 0 flourishing 
a growth that they threaten in time 
to undermine the St. Androws code 
—~Incongruities are rife. 

There ‘is, for example, the local 
condition that obtains on nine 
Courses out.of every ten, that a ball 
may be cleaned on the putting 
green. No doubt it-seema very un- 
foir to have to play a putt with a 
lump of mud sticking to just that 
Part of the.ball which has to be 
struck. During a long period of: 
the year, and in any cage In.wat 
weather, mud is. jnuevitable on most 
courses, , 

Some clubs interpret this local 
proviso 80 rigidly that they allow 
the ball to be cleaned only within 
the legal confines of the putting 
gnen—that a, within twenty yards 
of the hole—and I have heard of 
players who, returning the lowest 
scores {n competitions, have been 
disqualified because thoy conduct- 
ed ball-cleaning oporations on the 
cut turf generally regarded as the 
putting green, but'rather more than 
the statutory twonty yards from the 
hole. 

Others allow reasonable Hicenes. 
Now that local rules have become 
80 numerous and diverse, St. An- 
drews might well draw up a Hat on

Injurious to Soil 

Our correspondent is informed by 
‘the Bureau that: the fertilisers im- 
ported into Canton, are mostly 
artificially made,and-some-are being 
mixed up with alum, chalkstone and 
alumina, which are not only wasting 
the farmers’ money, but injurious 
to the eoil, a ; 

As the farmer ia not able to 
analyse. the ingredients of the 
fertilizers, the Central Government 
has come to his help by establishing 
an examination office to see that he 
obtains the right-kind of fertilisers. 

. Relfef of Farmers 

Under the regulationg issued by 
the Ministry, all foreign fertilisers 
must upon arrival at port be aub- 
‘mitted to the Bureau for examina- 
tion, for which a fee of one per cont. 
ad valorem will be collected. The 
fee 20 collected is not remitted to 
the Ministry, but utilised to main- 
tain the Bureau while the balance 
will be spent for the relief of the 
farmers. 

The Bureau in Canton is under 
the direction of Dr. Yao Heing- 
huang, being assisted by Mr. Shu 
Han-chiang in the 1st section and 
Mr. Chunping Jee in the 2nd 
section, besides a staff of 20 mem- 
bers—Canton News Agency...
